The caucus was not one of tho

seven members of the party outside of 
the olllclals 
In the room, but there was 
nothing 
but the most Informal 
talk 
about what was going on. 
In no way 
was there any 
consideration 
of

could not be held

matter which 13 uppermost In the mlndo
